2. Claims 34-35, 38-42, 45-54, 56-62, and 65-68 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Lai et al (US 
2003/0035097), Lewis et al (US 6950177), and Ogawa et al (US 2002/0145725) do not 
teach nor make obvious a detection threshold is applied to the amplitude function for the 
detection of the changes in the noise caused by the signal pulses and the respective 
associated object distance is determined in the amplitude function for the signal pulses 
(15) on the basis of at least one point in time at which the detection threshold is passed 
through.
